The grostest mismanagement, however, was
manifest from the start. The French com-
mander d'd vot attempt (o take poweseion of
ome of the small Islands on the coast of Holeteln
or Behloswlg, to rerve ne a base of operations
and a place of refuge, but contented himsell
with walching the enemy’s seaboard, taking In
coal and supplies on the open sea, and never
comlag to anchor except on retiring to the
neutral walers of Denmark. His vessels were
all of such great draoght that It was
impossible to approach the German coust
uear enough to lnflict any damage.
eepecially aftar the lights and buoys had been
removed and false lights erecled to aliract his
ehips Into shallow water and over torpedoes,
His fleat was subject to constant surprises al
night from the small Prusslan avizos, and up to
the time of Napeleon's overthrow there was but
a single encounter of any lmportance with the
enemy. This occurred on August 17, when the
Prussian despatch-boat Grille started out of the
Bay of Rugen to reconnoitre, and succoeded in
drawing Into a frultless goven French
iron-clads and Ltwo smaller vessels, Thres
Prusslan gunboats soon joloed the Grille, and a

thelr shore battevies, Op the 218t of
an equaily farcieal encounter took place ofl
Dantzie, between the Prussian corvette Nymphe
aund three Freneh iroo-elads aud a despatoh-
boat.

In the North Sea there was ab#olutely no
movements of suflivient consequence to record
in this summary, The Franch fleet, formidable
In pumbers and armament, libored under the

the downfall of the Empire reduced both squad-
rous to complete loactivity. The proclamation
of the Republic was quietly, even enthusiasti-
cally, acquiesced In by the navy; Fouarichon left
bis command to nssume the functions of the
Ministry of Marine; and on September 11 the
blockade was formally and officially rafsed in
both the Norih Bea and the Baltle, the greater
portion of the fleet being recalled to protect
Cherbourg, Havre, and Breat,

Bubsequently, 1n October and November, the |
pretense of another blockade was made, nod the |

order which had been given for the restoration
of lights and bnove on the German coast was
guspesded. It amounted to uothing, however,
and the ecrvice of the North German ocoenn
steamers was resumed about the first of October,
with tolerable regularity and perfect impunity,
A large number of German merchant vessels,
however, were captured durlpg the progress of
hostilitics, and a few epgagements took place in
digtant parts of the world. Ou the 10th of No-
vember a naval duel took place off Havana be-
tween the French war steamer Bouvet and the
Prusrinn war eteamer Metoor, the former earry-
ing five guns and elghty men, and the latter
three guos and sixty men. But Lttle damage
was' dope, Lhe Meteor getting the best of the
encounter. A combat likewise took place at
gome indefinite point In the Paclfie, about the
20th of December, in which the Prussian frigate
Meduea is reported to have sunk two small
French gunbonts. It has aleo been reported that
the Prussian corvette Aungustn ran down and
sunk a French gunboat off the coast of Spain on
the 12tu of January, but no rellable particulars
of the encounter have been recelvoed,

The Ulty Amuscwents.

At rtoe CHesNUT the standard dramas pre-
sented Inst week attracted excellont aundisnces,
although the weather on several of the evenings
was exceadingly unfavorable.

There |s
a vast difference in the quality of Schiller's early
and his luter works, and T%he Robbers 16 lo many
regpects a model of misdirected energy and bad
taste. It is a violent protest against legallzed
wrong, and bears npon 1is surface the evidences
of beirg the work of a young an of uundisci-
plined genius, who has not yet gauged his
own abliitiee or freed hlmself from the
influence of his literary models sulliciently
to avoid reproducing them. The play is full
of echoes of eome of the most eovergetic

fages in the Scriptures and che writiogs of
hakespeare, and Bebiller actually appears to
have been unable to command language of his
own in which to express the violence of his
emotiong. The very faults of the play ald in
making it popular upon the stage, and it Is o
plece that 18 well worth geeing, for with all its
palpable faults of style the drawmatic construc-
tion is excellent, and it is undeniably a work of
genlus. The part of “Charles de Moor” Is well
suited to Mr. Thorne's style, and he played it
on Baturduy evening with ail necessary vigor,
securing liberal tributes of applause from (ke
audience.
